and receipt to the Kentucky Midland 
Railroad Company for the city of 
Frankfort's certificate or certificates 
for the $100,000 of the preferred stock 
of the Kentucky Midland Railroad 
Company and for the $100,000 of the 
^rst mortgage six per cent, coupon 
bonds of said Kentucky Midland Rail- 
road Company, due the city of Frank- 
fort under its contract with said Ken- 
tucky Midland Railroad Company," 
has been presented to me for my ap- 
proval. 

Tha bonds referred to are made 
payable to bearer, and, alter being is- 
sued by the Central Trust Company, 
of New York, in whose hands they 
now are, they become transferable by 
delivery.

The Episcopal Orphans 
Home. 

The Court of. Appeals on Saturday 
rendered a decision in the case of 
Peniek vs. Thorn's trustee and Rey- 
nolds' executrix vs. Same, reversing 
the decision of the Franklin Circuit 
Court. 

The action is the outgrowth of a 
bequest In 1801 by the late John H. 
Hanna, of fifty sharfts of stock in the 
Farmers" Bank, lo.Rev. John N. Nor- 
ton, the rector of»Ascension Episco- 
pal Church in «bi|^4ty, who, in ac- 
cordance with the wfrVof the testator, 
was appointed trustee to hold the 
stock in trust for the use and benetit 
of the Orphans' Home connected with 
the church. The trusteeship was to 
be continued in the succeeding rec- 
tors of the church. Mr. Hanna was 
the uncle of the late J. W. Hunt Rey- 
nolds, the owner of the Fleetwood 
stock farm. 

Mr. Hanna gave the whole of his 
estate to his widow, Mrs. Mary S. 
Hanna, subject, however, to such of 
his "devises, legacies and bequests 
hereinafter contained as may actually 
vest or take effect according to the 
terms and intent thereof." The be- 
quest in question reads as follows: 

"I give and bequeath unto John N. 
Norton, trustee, in trust, fifty shares 
of the stock of the Farmers' Bank of 
Kentucky, for the use and benefit of 
the Orphans' Home of the Episcopal 
Church of the Ascension in Frank- 
fort; and the semi-annual dividends of 
said stock are to be paid over to Mrs. 
Mary S. Hanna, to be used by her for 
the support of said Orphans' Home, 
and upon her death the said Norton 
is to designate some person to make 
the disbursements for the use afore- 
said." 

The Orphans' Home thus endowed 
was established several years prior to 
1860. It was conducted in a house 
owned by Mr. Hanna on Third street, 
South Frankfort, now occupied by 
Capt. Sam. M. Gaines, and was in suc- 
cessful operation at the time of Mr. 
Hanna's death, in 1861. Mrs. Hanna, 
the widow, died in 1870, leaving a will 
by which, after various legacies to 
friends, she devised the bulk of her 
estate to her niece and adopted daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Kittie Thorn, and her nephew 
and adopted son, J. W. Hunt Reynolds. 

By the eighth clause of her will she 
dedicates the Orphans' Home men- 
tioned to the uses of an asylum for 
poor orphan girls, and constituted 
Mr. Reynolds her trustee for carrying 
out her plans concerning it, to which 
end she devised the title to Mr. Rey- 
"If no 



the support of the asylum, and, in 
consequence, the property should 



: cease to he used for that purpose, it 
I ehall revert to my said nephew, who 
shall thereupon retain it as his own " 
j In 1881 the house ceased to be used 
as an Orphans' Home, whereupon 
Mrs. Thorn, by reason of a clause in 
[ Mr. Hanna's will, bequeathing to her 
j all the railroad and bank stock of his 
estate, and also Mr. Reynolds' execu- 
I trix, under the will of Mrs. Hanna, 
separately instituted suit to recover 
possession of the stock, which, at this 
date, is worth about $7,000. Rev. E. 
A. Penick, the present rector of As- 
cension Church, contested the action 
on the ground that the bequest was a 
valid trust, and a charity still subsist- 
ing and enforceable; and that the 
class of persons who are the b( 
ficiaries thereof are still entitled and 
ready to receive the benefit of said 
trust. 

In the lower court the case was de- 
cided in favor of Mrs. Thom, when 
Mr. Reynolds' executrix and Mr. Pe- 
nick both appealed the case to the 
Court of Appeals. Judge Pryor, who 
delivered the opinion of the court, 
holds that the bequest by Mr. Hanna 
to the church was absolute, and that 
Mth. Hanna had no rij$ht to convey 
by will what had already passed out 
of Mr. Hanna's possession to Mr. Nor" 
ton, in trust for the church. The 
case was therefore reversed. 

Greatly Improved. 

The many friends of Prof E. A. 
Fellmer, who has been afflicted with 
failing sight for the past six months, 
will be delighted to know that there 
is still hope of his vision being im- 
proved. He and his daughter, Miss 
Nellie, returned Saturday from a 
trip to Springfield, Ohio, where he 
consulted Dr. Bliss, an eminent speci- 
alist, who fitted his eyes with a pair 
of glasses which enabled him to rec- 
ognize Miss Nellie across the room, n 
thing he had not done for months, and 
with which he can see to get about 
alone upon the streets. Dr. Bliss also 
gave Prof. Fellmer hope of restoring 
the sight of our eye, which it was 
thought was entirely gone. 

The entire community rejoice with 
Prof. Fellmer on his being restored 
to sight. 

Knocked Out of Joint. 

Mr. Joseph Savoy, a cooper 
employed at the Hermitage Distillery 
shops, was engaged in reveting an 
iron hoop one day last week, when 
the iron slipped from his grasp just 
as ho was bringing the heavy hammer 
down, and he struck his left hand, 
knocking the forefinger out of joint 
at the knuckle and bruising the 
hand so badly that he has since been 
unable to do any work. 

Shot in the Knee. 

Major Jett, son of Judge W. L. Jett, 
was fooling with a loaded pistol, on 
Saturday, when it went off and shot 
him in the right knee. Fortunately 
the knee cap is not injured seriously 
and Dr. U. V. Williams, the attend- 
ing physician, thinks the leg will not 
be stiff. 



How Do You Like It? 

What do the good citizens think of 
the scenes enacted upon our streets 
last Saturday? Do they propose to 
sit idly by and let this thing go on 
from bad to worse, or will they arise 
in their might and say that it shall be 
stopped, and that quickly? Are the 
hoodlums and election bummers to 
be allowed to terrorize the town 
simply because an election is being 
held, or are the laws to be enforced 
on election clays as well as every 
other day in the year? 

Fatal Shooting. 

Frank Kennedy, a tinner, while 
under the influence of liquor, went to 
the polls in the Second Ward Satur- 
day afternoon, about half past five 
o'clock, where he got into a diffi- 
culty with Lewis Weitzel, a stone- 
mason, which resulted in Kennedy 
being knocked down by Weitzel.

Weitzel was 
taken to his home in South Frank- 
fort, where he died at ten minutes to 
nine o'clock Monday morning. Ken- 
nedy was arrested immediately and 
put in jail, but was released on $500 
bond Sunday morning by County 
Judge Williams. He was rearrested 
Monday morning and lodged in jail 
as soon as it was known Weitzel was 
dead. 

Weitzel left a wife and four small 
children. Mrs. Kennedy has been 
very ill ever since the Bhooting and 
fearB are entertained for her recov- 
ery? The examining trial of Ken- 
nedy will take place on Monday.
